| New York, Nov. 1. —-Plans to provide 
a gigantic loan, described as “one of 
the largest in the history of the world, 
without interest.“ to place the Jews of 
Europe definitely beyond the reach of 
suffering after the war, were announced 
here tonight by Dr. Judah L. Magnes, 
who returned recently from a tour of 
investigation abroad as the official rep- 
resentative of the joint distribution com- 
mittee of funds for Jewish war sufferers 
The proposal already has the indorse- 
ment of the most prominent Jews in 
New Tork City, Dr. Magnes stated. 
How the loans is to be obtained will be 
left to the judgment of those who will 
undertake to raise the money. It was 
explained that the loan is dis- 
tinct from the of $10,000,000 now 
being raised for immediate succor of 
starving Jews in Europe. Further de- 
talls of the plan will be revealed by Dr. 
Magnes at a massmeeting here on Dec. 
21 that will be attended by representa- 
tive men from all parts of the country. 


Dr. Magnes explained that only by co- 
operation of Jews in the United States 
and by the setting aside of a vast sum 
for purposes of rehabilitation can the 
desired results be accomplished. He 
outlined the plan ag follows:

BROUGHT BY COLD WAVE 


Scarlet Hever and Diphtheria Jump 
from Average of 75 to 130 Cases 
in Last Thirty Days. 


Cold weather has brought an abrupt 
though not alarming increase of con- 
tagious diseases in Chicago, especially 
among children. The county hospital 
is taxed to capacity to care for the 
sudden flux, and plane are being made 
for accommodating the “ waiting list” 
at the St. Francis hospital in Evanston, 
Imerease m scarlet fever and diph- 
theria cases are most marked. Since thd 
summer months scarlet fever cases *. 45 
increased from an average of seventy- 
five to 130 for the last thirty days. There 
is no room at the hospital for handling 
fifteen of these cases.

Chicago, Nov. 16.—[{Editor of The Trib- 
une.J—I read with great interest your 
itorial in Monday's issue of your 
per with reference to the construction 
of subways. I sincerely hope that THe 
Trrsune will lend its splendid aid in 
this much needed improvement, which 
has been under consideration for the 
last ten years and Absolutely nothing 
has been accomplished but tireless dis- 
cussion and an immense expenditure of 
moneys for the opinions of experts, who 
have only delayed the proposed con- 
struction of subways. There are too 
many fingers in the pie for the city to 
make a start. Im every mayoraity 
campaign each aspirant makes “ sub- 
ways” a platform issue, but after the 
election factionalism and jealousy creep 
in, and it is considered too great an 
advantage for any mayor to receive 
credit for having really started the sub- 
way, for fear that it might prolong his 
administration, | 

In my opinion, if a committee of five 
active citizens were appointed and given 
full power to act in constructing a sub- 
way real results would be accomplished 
in thirty days. EXngineers are not need- 
éd to tell where subways should be built 
but to prepare plans and specifications 
and to act in their capacity as engineers. 
It is a matter of common knowledge 
that a subway is most needed where 
the greatest traffic and congestion exists 
but not where elevated roads are now 
in operation. Subways should be built 
upon a broad, comprehensive plan and 
when completed should be leased {o the 
traction companies on a plan that would 
give a 5 cent fare on the surface, ele- 
vated, or subway lines and, at the same 
time, be a source of revenue to the city. 
The surface and elevated lines should 
consolidate and the new subway be 
operated by them as above stated, on a 
transfer plan, : 


estate along the line of the proposed 
subway and property within three blocks 
on each side should be adequately as- 
sessed, say 25 or 30 per cent ot the cost 
of the improvement. 
Capable attorneys, well versed in lo- 
cal improvement law, are of the opinion 
that the board of local improvements 
can legally construct a subway in Chi- 
cago. We have a substantial fund on 
hand and this, with the assessments 
levied upon the property benefited, would 
make an ample fund to begin with. The 
annual income from the traction com- 
panies, with the income from the sub- 
way, would keep subway building going 
on as rapidly as the growth of the city
